AN OBSOLETE LAW 


Which Promises to Have an Important 


Bearing on Insurance Cases. 


CoicnibuR. O., Pec. ir>.—(Special) — 


\Yhiie making up a digest of the state 
law affecting insurance, Mr. Brasee, 
deputy superintendent of 
insurance, 


has found an old statute that seems to 
have been buried in an obscure part of 
the s.tatute books which forbids the in- 
surance of The~lives cf children. It is 
placed among the criminal laws and 
not with those governing insurance 
matters; hence, it has been overlook- 
ed. 


\Vic:hias to get evnry act referring to 


insurance in his digest, Brasee made, 
a caret'ul search of the laws with the 
result that this obsolete statute was 
dug up. He .showed it to State In- 
surancs Commissioner Vorys, saying: 
"How about this? Here is an act that 
seems to forbid the insurance of chil- 
dren." Mr. Vorys read it and came to 
the same conclusion. 


Speaking of tnc matter, Mr. Vorys 


said: 
"The language is plain and the 


statute seems to forbid what is being 
done in this state at large, now. under 
the numo of "industrial" insurance. I 


am satisfied, however, that that was 
iiot ti.e intention of the legislature in 
passing it. It was evidently aimed at. 
what is called "graveyard" insurance, 
and which was run into great abuse 
at one time. I shall therefore not make 
any attempt to stop this kind of iu- 
surance now, but will wait ur.u; the 
legislature is in session. If in the light 
of the facts the legislature does not 
amend or repeal the act 1 wil! have 
to enforce it, of course." 


Th act in question provides that no 


insurance shall be written on the life 
of any one without his knowledge and 
consent. The wording is such as to 
make it mean, judging by the verbiage 
and construction, that insurance can- 
not be written on the lives of children. 
The finding of this old act may mean 
much to several industrial companies 
doing business in Ohio, and may inva- 
lidate thousands of policies now 
in 


force on the lives of children, and 


i again may mean the loss of many hun- 


I dreds of thousands of dollars taken in, 


j annually by these companies on such 


i policies.
